The letter is written on the ship’s 
stationery, which carries the printed 
heading “U.S.S. Hull, T.B.D. 330,” 
and he says: 

“Panama is about the rottenest hole 
1 have ever been in yet;, it is obso- 
lutely no good. I was transferred to 
this ship while we were there. I got 
to see them sink the Iowa with the 
fourteen-inch guns, believe me, 
once they got the range they poured 
the shells in fast, and the poor old 
ship turned on its side and went 
down. It was sad; just as she was 
going down the band played, “The 
rftur Spangled Banner,” and every¬ 
one was attention. The Iowa was 
run by radio, and they even fired the 
boilers, steered, and had it running in 
all directions from a ship several hun¬ 
dred yards away, there being not a 
man on board. Believe mfe, if there 
is a war and there is any sea .fighting 
to do, 1 want to be in at Great Lakes, 
for those big guns sure rip things up 
in a hurry.” 

“We are going to Alaska in July. 
We are going to accompany President 
Harding up there. As we have an 
electrical depth finder on here, we 
were chosen. They are planning on 
building a mighty naval base up 
there. It will be a good trip anji'at 
a good time of the year. .We will be 
back in Seattle in the fall anil after 
a short stay there will go to Frisco 
for overhauling.” 

“San Diego has a mighty fine cli¬ 
mate; every day the sky is cloudless, 
but it never gets hot. We get out to 
sea nearly every morning and have 
drills; this morning they had long 
range battle practice at thirty-miles 
an hour, the bow,g of the ship' being 
under most of the time. I watched 
that aeroplane, the one that made the 
non-stop flight from New York last 
week, and it is sure 'a big one and it 
was going strong when it reached 
here.”

Former Vulcan Resident Electrocuted 
at Vancouver

Vulcan Opera House 


The following, from the Vancouver 
World, describes the death of a former 
well known resident of Vulcan, who 
leaves to mourn his passing, besides 
his wife and son and daughter, who 
reside in Vancouver, his ■ mother and 
brother in Olds, his brother Austin 
and a sister, Mrs. Stager, of Vulcan, 
and another sister, Mrs. Flet.t, of Cal¬ 
vary. 

Touching a high-tension wire carry¬ 
ing 2300 volts with the derrick cable 
he was grasping, Edwin Irving, 
laborer at the Pacific Construction 
Co.’s plant at the foot 'bf Salsbury 
drive, met almost instant death this 

forenoon. 

First aid, given by Frank Moss, 
storekeeper and first aid man, and 
efforts on the part of Drs. Goostrejl 
and Walsh, who arrived a few min¬ 
utes later, to save hi^ life by' artificial 
respiration, proved fruitless, though 
he breathed for a few minutes. 

Irving, in company with other em¬ 
ployees, was engaged in loading rocks 
from an excavation, a large derrick 
being used in the work. One rock had 
been placed on a wagon and the chain 
of the derrick lowered for the purpose 
of booking on a second piece, when 
Irving, in endeavoring to free the 
cable from some obstruction, which 
had caught it, took hold of the hook 
and received the full force of the cur-l 
rent. 

Sadder, almost, than the fatality it¬ 
self, was the. tragic scene enacted 
when Irving’s young son, aged 14, 
called to identify the body and broke 
into sobs as he recognized his father’s 
features.

. COLLEGE EDUCATION 

Is a college education a handicap? 
There are many who take the attitude 
that the man who spends what might 
be regarded as the "college years” in 
getting practical experience in trade, 
finance or industry has the greater 
chance for ultimate success in the fir¬ 
ing line of business, while to read the 
reminiscences of millionaires would 
almost lead to the conclusion that in 
order to amass great wealth it is at 
least necessary, to. plunge into one of 
the great cities barefooted at an age 
when the average youth is thinking 
of his "entrance” examination. As a 
matter of fact, continues the Finan¬ 
cial Post, statistics prepared in the 
United States, indicate that there are 
277 times as many college graduates 
who have great wealth, as there are 
wealthy persons who have not had 
. college training. An investigation 
published by the United States Bureau 
of Education shows that of ail the 
people in the United States who have 
performed distinguished service and 
received high honors, there was: One 
person out of each 160,000 who had no 
schooling. One person out of each 
37,600 with a common school educa¬ 
tion. One person out of each 1,724 
with a high school education. One 
person out of each 87 with a college 
education. The above totals show the 
comparative chances of no schooling 
and with the different grades of edu¬ 
cation. Parents who give their chil¬ 
dren a common school education give 
them four times the chance to become 
a leader and receive distinction that 
the child of no schooling has. Those 
who give their children a high school 
education give them 87 times -'the 
chance and the parents who sacrifice 
and give their children a college edu¬ 
cation, give them more than 800 time' 
the chance of the chile! without school¬ 
ing. Persons without any schooling 
do become leaders and perform notable 
service, but the numlier is few. When 
thin investigation was made there 
were 6,000,000 persons in the United 
States who had no schooling and only 
31 had earned distinction, while there 
were 1,000,000 with a college educa¬ 
tion and 6,768 of these had attained 
distinction. 


MONTANA H AS^HE R TROUBLES 

The Scientific Farmer, published at 
Mossmain, Montana, reflects the re¬ 
sults of the past couple of years 
drought conditions in Montasa when 
it asks: “What is the matter with 
Montana ? During th* past two years 
one hundred banks have failed, twen¬ 
ty-five per cent of the ‘farms have 
been abandoned, and fifty thousand 
people have left the State.” 

NEW ACT TAKE EFFECT . 

Alberta’s new debt adjustment act 
will become effective on June 1st. 
Commissioner E. J. Fream of the 
public utilities board, who is commis¬ 
sioner for The Drought Relief Act in 
southern Alberta, has been appointed 
director for the new act. 

The Slot Machine Tax Act becomes 
operative on June 1st. This act im¬ 
poses a license fee of $50.00 per year 
for these machines. A test Case in 
connection with this Act will be taken 
to the courts.

Brooks Bulletin: Dr. Coue’s auto¬ 
suggestion treatment is recommended 
for farmers, moderationists and 
others interested, in the following 
phrase to be repeated three times 
daily before meals: “Every day, in 
every iyay, it is getting wetter and 
wetter.” 

Cape Town Argus: To argue that 
because there are a number 6f men 
unemployed in South Africa, there¬ 
fore, nobody must be allowed to enter 
1 the country, is absurd. The way to 
obtain employment for them is to at¬ 
tract newcomers able to start new 
agricultural, industrial or commercial 
enterprises in which workers of all 
kinds would be required. 

Halifax Herald: Sixty families, it is 
announced, are to make an experi¬ 
ment in “Ideal Communism” in a new 
township in Ontario, some thirty 
miles south of Fort William. This 
would seem to be the right way of 
trying Socialistic experiments, just as 
scientists work out their ideas and 
theories in a laboratory before asking 
for their general acceptance as true 
and workable. 


Johannesburg Times: Half the irri¬ 
tation caused by provincial taxation in 
the Transvaal is due simply to the 
favoritism displayed towards some 
sections of the community and the 
gross injustice meted out to others. 
It is not exactly a pleasant thing for 
a man. to have to pay a tax. But he 
does it fairly complacently if he sees 
the next man paying it as well. What 
makes him really angry is when he 
finds he is paying a double tax in 
order that the next man need not pay 
any at all. 

Mail and Empire: Every time the 
bank act comes up for periodical re¬ 
vision there are some people in this 
country who want to doctor it by 
prescriptions from United States 
practice. Now, the United -States 
banking law has undergone very great 
changes in the last thirty years, but 
at every stage of imperfection at 
which that system has stood in all 
that time there have been Canadian

some of its unsound shoot3 on our 
system ... How foolish it is for either 
demagogues or well-intentioned in¬ 
competents to try to “Americanize” 
our banking system, the equal of the 

Stratford Beacon-Herald: The sug¬ 
gestion has been made that every ma¬ 
gistrate before baking office should be 
required to serve a fortnight in a pri¬ 
son in a district where he was not 
known. The idea is that the magis¬ 
trate should have some knowledge of 
what he means when he sentences a 
prisoner to a term in jail. What a 
sentence may mean will depend, of) 
course, partly on the institution and 
partly on the person sentenced. To 
some it may mean little, for others it 
may be something terrible. It would 
be difficult for the magistrate, even 
after he had ..served a fortnight In 
jail, to take into consideration all the 
factors of the problem in forming his 
judgment. It is a very difficult pro¬ 
blem. To send a man to jail may be 
to help him to become completely de¬ 
moralized. To fine him may be to 
take money from those who arc In 
need and depending on him. One 
attempt at a solution of the problem 
would be to appoint as magistrates 
only those who could be trusted to 
use good judgment and give them 
scope for the exercise of discretion.

ARDUOUS TRIP 

A Page From the Diary of The 
Rev. R. W. W. Alexander 

In the morffh of October 1915 having 
heard that a Scotch Presbyterian 
family, named Pennycuick, had set¬ 
tled out close to the Rocky Rapids on 
the Saskatchewan river, I determined 
to go out and visit them, though it 
meant a journey of a least 250 miles. 

I left my headquarters at Ponoka, on 
October 21st* riding out on by saddle 
horse “Colonel”; and went out 40 
miles that day to Springdale and on 
Sunday took three services in tfiat 
locality and paid visits—then on the 
25th hit the Buck Lake trail from 
Haverigg; this was a muskeg trail 
full of spring holes and very swam¬ 
py, it was in a frightful state, unfor¬ 
tunately in one of his struggles in a 
muskeg, my horse hurt himself, and' 
I was obliged to walk or I should bet¬ 
ter say made the last ten miles. When 
I reached Mennehik, the post office at 
the south end of Buck Lake, I found 
that my friends tK&nr'had all gone 
to their other ranch at Wolf River, 20 
miles further west, so I was obliged 
to camp there by myself and turn my 
horse loose in their corral. 

Next day I set out for the Penny- 
cuicks on foot, carrying a 30-36 rifle— 
as there were a large number of bears 
and also timber wolves in the bush 
out there—and a corduroy coat. I 
had on heavy riding boots and I had 
never been out that way before. I j 
walked 12 miles that day, round to the j 
-north end of the lake, which is about- 
8 miles wide and , full of white fish. 
Here I got caught in a bad electric 
storm, rain and wind, which sent the 
dead timber crashing down on all sides 
of me and lashed 1 Buck Lake into a 
sheet of foam. I stayed that night 
with airold lumber jack friend of mine 
named Pete Nelson, and' we. talked 
bear stories till bed-time when he gave 
me his bed and went out and slept in 
his bunk house. A woman not very 
far from there had showed me the 
marks of a bear’s claws on her door 
where he had stood up on his hind 
legs and- clawed the door, when she 
was alone inside. I left next morn¬ 
ing at 6 a.m. and resumed my walk. 

I got into all kinds of difficulties the 
first 4 or 5 miles, climbing through 
slash and brush., and got my feet soak¬ 
ed; then after passing the lumber 
camp on Buck Creek, I followed a nicp 
trail which wound through beautiful 
pine woods; after awhile I came to 
the scene of a forest fire, here the 
storm of the -night before had flung 
the dead timber across the trail. I 
counted no less than 210 trees down, 
over and under which I had to scram¬ 
ble and crawl for miles, which was a 
very tiring performance. The silence 
was wonderful, and I saw no living 
thing for miles. After walking about 
25 miles I came to a clearing and saw 
an axe and a dog, so I knew I was 
near a house and shortly after met a 
Swede settler; then for the next four 
miles I waded ankle deep in mud and 
water and finally reached the Penny- 
cuick’s house, who gave me a good 
Scotch welcome and I stayed the 
night thera sleeping on the floor be¬ 
tween two of the boys! My heels were 
vefy sore and skinned, as the wet 
heavy riding boots had cut them. 
Next morning I walked a mile further 
to see their son and his wife. I also 
from the top of their house could see 
the Power House settlement on the 
other side of the river, the site of the 
intended hydro-electric power house 
and dam, which has never, I think, 
been completed. This family had sold 
a fine house in Victoria, the boys be¬ 
ing engineers who came out to work 
there. The outbreak of war put a stop 
to the project and they were stranded 
in this wilderness. Then I walked 
back all the way to the south end of 
the lake and was laid up all next day 
with sore heels. I rode and walked 
back 33 miles through the muskegs 
next day to Springdale, where I met 
the mail carrier and finished my jour¬ 
ney with him to Ponoka town. Having 
walked 94 miles ond ridden 73. The 
Pennycuicks implored me to return 
and I had planned to do so, but was 
removed to another parish, and so was 
unablp. They arc still living out 
there.

FLOWER GARDEN IN SPRING 

To all lovers of flowers the garden 
in spring is a most enjoyable place; 
here one meets old friends among the 
spring flowering plants, which, per¬ 
il a pspone has watched the develop¬ 
ment of for years. In many gardens, 
however, there is a dearth of spring 
flowers, but, as there are - so many 
hardy desirable plants, this could 
easily be remedied if there is the de¬ 
sire to do so. 

As soon as the snow is gone one 
may have the Snowdrop, Snowflake, 
Crocus, Chionodoxa, and Scilla among 
bulbs, soon to be followed by the Daf¬ 
fodils and Tulips. Hardy Primules 
soon mingle with the bulbs as do the 
Iceland Poppy, Trillium, Trollius, 
Doronicum, Epimedium and other 
early spring flowers; while close be¬ 
hind are the Columbines, Bleeding 
Heart, Sweet Rocket and Irises, ond 
many others. 

As one looks at the garden as it 
now is one can picture how it would 
be improved if, in another ydar, there 
were flowers where there are no 
flowers now; jvhere yellow, red or 
white could add to the general effect; 
where d low growing plant or a tall 
plant would improve the appearance 
of the border. As one is liable to for¬ 
get these things after the spring has 
gone, a good plan is to write on a 
label or small piece of wood the kind 
of plant which is desired in each place 
where improvement can be made; then 
when the proper time for planting ar¬ 
rives, if such a plant is put there, if 
will not be long before there will be 
a market! improvement in the garden 
in spring, and this method can be 
followed with good results for the 
Whole season. 

Let all who love flowers, then, plan 
for improvement in the garden next 
spring; a little improvement each 
yoar would soon result in a great 
change and make the home grounds 
much more attractive.

ALTA CROP REPORT 


Wheat seeding- in the province is 
finished and in many sections the crop 
is up and looking healthy and vigor¬ 
ous. The total wheat acreage will be 
somewhat under that of last year, but 
on the whole it is considered that the 
seeding was done in better shape and 
on better prepared land. Oats, barley 
and fodder crop seeding is now j>ro- 
greasing. In portions of central Al¬ 
berta, where the early rainfall has 
been light some of the oat seeding was 
held back awaiting rains. The indica¬ 
tions are that considerable oats will be 
sown this year to be cut for a fodder 
crop. 

Most sections of the southern part 
of the province report good rainfalls 
and that the grain is coming along in 
fine shape. In parts of central and 
northern Alberta there have been good 
showers, while in other sections more 
rainfall is needed. On the 22nd, a fine 
rain fell in the east central part of 
Alberta extending from Saskatchewan 
as far west as Ityley. At Irma there 
was seven hours’ rain, and at Ver¬ 
milion one-fifth of an inch fell. The 
Grande Prairie district had a good 
rain on Tuesday, with lighter rains at 
Peace Rivfcr and at Berwyn and "in 
other sections of the north. Today 
rain is falling at Edmonton and the 
showers are reported as far south as 
Red Deer. Last week frost was re¬ 
ported from some sections, but only in 
one or two spots was any damage to 
young, crops reported. 

From nearly all parts of southern 
Alberta a large increase in the acre¬ 
age sown to fodder crops is reported. 
Considerable new Alfalfa acreage has 
been sown, also a large acreage of 
com and sunflowers, indicating that 
famers are giving more attention to 
fodder crops and to dairying. Sweet 
clover wintered well in Central Al¬ 
berta. Fall rye in some sections is 
over a foot high. Ih places the fall 
rye winter killed where water laid on 
the crop or where it was not covered 
by snow. 

With anything like a normal supply 
of rainfall during the growing season, 
the early crop indications would ap¬ 
pear to be very fair, the acreage some¬ 
what less than last year, and the seed¬ 
ing period in most parts very favor¬ 
able for doing good spring work. 

Pasture in the central and northern 
parts of Alberta is short, and will be 
benefitted by good rainfalls. Last 
year’s supplies of fodder have been 
pretty well exhausted. 

Any danger of a real menace from 
the grasshopper pest has not yet 
developed. The whole country was 
well organized last year, and the work 
done is showing good effects this sea¬ 
son. The department of agriculture 
has the organization already 'in the 
field and is well prepared to meet any 
trouble which may Arise. So far the 
reports have not been serious. * 


BOUNTY ON CROWS 


Stettler town and Waverly munici¬ 
pal -district have found a new way of 
fighting the menace to the crops by 
crows. The payment of a bounty of 
one cent for each crow egg turned in 
is being made. In the town alone 
about 3,000 eggs have been received to 
date. A bounty of one cent is also 
paid for each crow’s foot. Some of 
the money is raised by popular Bub- 
•cr.ption. It has been noticed here 
that there has been a decrease in the 
number of crows and it is said this 
r.:ay be due to the fact that the birdj 
are now seen travelling in pairs rather 
than in flocks. 


Rev. S. Pike of Barons, has receiv¬ 
ed a unanimous invitation from the 
Airdrie circuit to become their pastor 
this conference.

HOPPER CAMPAIGN 


Officials of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture have completed a survey of the 
province and have the grasshopper 
pest eradication campaign ^vell organ¬ 
ized and functioning. The central 
supply station at Edmonton, Calgary, 
Munson, Medicine Hat and Lethbridgr 
are equipped with supplies for poison 
bait to meet any demands which may 
be made. The provincial organization 
covering the unorganized portion of 
the country is complete, a number of 
the officials who were on thfe work 
last year being employed. Last year’s 
work has given them valuable exper¬ 
ience, and last year’s equipment at 
mixing stations is also available tor 
any work which may be required this 
year. The same thing is true* of the 
organized municipalitiee—they are in 
good shape to take up the work where 
necessary. It is anticipated that the 
good results of last season’s energetic 
campaign will minimize the work for 
this year. The roadside grasshopper 
has been pretty well cleaned up, any 
trouble this year is expected to come 
from the lesser migratory grasshop¬ 
per. Professor Strickland, govern¬ 
ment entomologist, is this week in the 
Peace River country investigating re¬ 
ports from that part if ^the province. 

PROTECT THE BIRDS 


A movement is under way to protect 
the game of this Section by enlisting 
the aid qf sportsmen in shooting game 
destroying animals and birds before 
they have an opportunity to cause 
destruction during the nesting and 
mating season. Plans are being made 
to have every sportsman interested in 
game protection, spend, some time rid¬ 
ding woods, field and marsh of preda¬ 
tory hawks, owls and crows, weasels 
and others who annually kill ten tinres 
as much game as all gunners coqfmn- 
ed. If has been steted that thfe red 
squirrel alone will Mil 200 birds a sea¬ 
son, while the great homed owl de¬ 
stroys annually covey after covey of 
quail. Special efforts are being made 
to enlist the aid of game lovers 
against the crow who is described as 
destroying individually more birds of 
all kinds, more bfrds’ eggs and young 
poultry than any other bird that ever 
flapped a wing. All gqme destroying 
animals and birds are classed by 
sportsmen and game lovers as vermin, 
and it is expected that vermin hunting 
-clubs can be organized here and that 
members of established gun clubs will 
join in the movement by going into 
the woods and shooting as many game 
destroyers as they can find. 

In Alberta the crows have become 
very numerous owing to the provinces 
of Saskatchewan and B. C. having de¬ 
clared war upon them, and they are 
; flocking into this province where they 
think they will be immune .from trou¬ 
ble.

On Tuesday afternoon a delegation 
of the Western Canada Stock Growers 
met Canadian Pacific and Canadian 
National railway officials from Mont¬ 
real at Calgary, and urged the neces¬ 
sity of a reduction of rates through¬ 
out the Dominion.

This reduction if secured will 
be very important in view of the pro¬ 
mised crop conditions, as there will be 
plenty of. grass in the country this 
year following the copious rainfalls 
of the past few weeks. At present 
the country is sadly depleted of breed¬ 
ing stock and The Times learns that 
several large ranchers of the'district 
have announced
